8 whether there had been misconduct, negligence or incompetence. 

1 According to Freeman, Bruce Tucker worked on the IA investigation for, again "a long

27 quit because we were looking at them and they're working for Goodyear PD now.

30 Freeman indicated that the conduct of the two Detectives who resigned was . called into 

31 question. These individuals are Mary Ward and a male De ect.ve, wtoe nm» 

32 Freeman could not recall. Both Ward and the male Detective reported to Kim 

33 Seagraves at the time. 

35 Freeman indicated that the inadequate investigations had occurred when Kim 

36 SeagTaves was the Sergeant and during the supervision of her SjL *m 
S Harvev who is retired It also occurred under Lt. Hank Brandimarte and his 

38 o^tlessor 2osTname Freeman could not recall. Freeman also thought that there 

39 was - another Sergeant between Harvey and Seagraves, during the time frame when the 

40 inadequate investigations had been conducted by the Sex Crimes Unit. 

42 Freeman was informed that Bruce Tucker had provided information to the PCSO team 

43 that he did start an IA investigation in 2008 and that he ^^^^ 

44 Whitney, Brandimarte and Seagraves. Tucker had also reportec I to » * e ^ 

45 that in mid-2009, when he was with Chief Hendershott, Hendershott told h.m to stop the 
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1 investigation. By this point in time, Tucker had transferred out of lA and was in he 

2 chain o 9 f command of Whitney, Brandimarte and Seagraves . ™^ a ^^ft 

3 investigative team that in December of 2009 when he retired he dropped off . IA

6 Freeman recalled that, in that time frame, Terry Young was the Deputy Chief over

42 Aaain Freeman indicated that he did not remember who had expressed the concern 

43 a'Z'o^g the IA investigation, in light of the fact that Kim Seagraves was^he 

44 remaining case agent in the David Anthony case. Freeman agreed that the concern 

45 waTthat the credibility of Seagraves testimony might be called into quest.on if there 
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1 were issues raised about her investigative abilities or ability to manage investigations. 

2 (p. 11, Exhibit ni4b). 

4 When asked again if he had any conversations with Hendershott in the aftermath ^of 

5 Tucker's retirement, Freeman stated, "If I did, I don't remember it He suggested that 

6 he may have reminded Hendershott that the cases still needed to be worked, but ne 

7 does not remember doing so. (p. 12, Exhibit ni4b) 

9 When asked about the pending status of the IA investigation, Freeman explains that it 

10 was still housed in Internal Affairs, and that after the present investigation was started 

11 by PCSO, Jerry Sheridan, Interim Chief Deputy, became aware of the case and ordered 

12 that the IA investigation be completed. According to Freeman, he did not believe that 

13 there had been any work done on the IA investigation between the time that TucKer 

14 terminated his investigation on the IA, and when Jerry Sheridan became aware that the 

1 5 IA had not been completed, which was after the PCSO investigation commenced. 

17 As of the time of the interview, January 5, 201 1 , Freeman did not know whether or not 

18 the IA investigation had been reopened in accord with instructions from 'ntenmCh»f 

19 Deputy Jerry Sheridan. When asked how Sheridan learned of the open IA, Freeman 

20 acknowledged that he personally reminded Sheridan that the investigation existed ^ and 

21 had not been completed. This was around the same time that Freeman had brought to 

22 Sheridan's attention that the 2005 investigation of the SWAT team had also not been 

23 completed. 

25 Freeman indicated that he never spoke with Hendershott about Hendershott's 

26 discussions with Bruce Tucker relating to the Internal Affairs investigation. Freeman 

27 acknowledged that the Internal Affairs investigation on the adequacy of he sex crimes 

28 investigations was a situation where "the ball got dropped." (p. 14, Exhibit II 14b) 
29 

30 Chief Freeman was asked whether, based on the information he had received, there 

31 appeared to have been inadequate management of the Detectives by Kim Seagraves. 

32 His response was as follows. 
33 

34 A: Without knowing all of the information, that was my opinion, was that she 

35 had dropped the ball. Maybe not entirely her, but as the Sergeant I was 

36 disappointed in what was happening under her command, (p. 15, Exhibit II 14b) 

37 

38 Q; And what, specifically, based on what you had gathered, had she not 

39 handled in an appropriate way? 

41 A: Wow. When Detectives, aren't even sure how many cases they have and 

42 what's open, and their supervisor doesn't know, and how a Detective that works 

43 for you can disappear with 60 cases and you not know it, those kinds of things 

44 really disappoint me.

12 In 2008 Bruce Tucker was in charge of an investigation into the alleged inadequacy of 

13 the Sex Crimes Unit investigations conducted by MCSO for El Mirage PD. Knight 

14 explained that this was one of the investigations that was "swept under the carpet, Dy 

15 Hendershott. A primary focus of that investigation would have been Kirn Seagraves, 

16 who at that time was a Sergeant in Sex Crimes and is now married to Terry Young. 

17 When Seagraves left Sex Crimes, a massive audit was conducted of Sex cnmes. 

1 8 Knight understood that Seagraves had been moved out of the Sex Crimes Unit because 

19 there were concerns about the adequacy of her supervision of the El Mirage bex 

20 Crimes detectives. The audit started out internally at the divisional level and was 

21 conducted by GID. The intention of the audit was to compile information and collect 

22 data to assist in evaluating the status of the various open cases in Sex Crimes. 

24 Knight explained that the chain of command in this time frame was: Executive Chief 

25 Scott Freeman, Deputy Chief Knight, Captain Steve Whitney Lieutenant Hank 

26 Brandimarte and Sergeant Kim Seagraves. Once they started evaluating cases, they 

27 decided to keep El Mirage cases which were close to closure, but cases which were not 

28 close to completion were summarized and given back to El Mirage, along with the 

29 documentation collected on the case up to that point. The initial analysis was started by 

30 Brandimarte and Seagraves and when Seagraves left, she was replaced by Greg Lugo, 

31 a former Jail Crime Sergeant, who had extraordinary analytical and organizational skills. 

32 This analysis reflected that Sex Crimes Unit was turning over cases that had not even 

33 been worked on by the unit, and that other case files were missing. 

35 Secondary allegations arose during the audit of the Sex Crimes Unit and it came to light 

36 that during their time together in Sex Crimes, Hank Brandimarte was allegedly going 

37 through a messy divorce and had allegedly confided in Seagraves, which she ultimately 

38 claimed were offensive, although she did not complain to Brandimarte at the time. 

39 Seagraves, however, was keeping track of the offensive comments by Brandimarte in a 

40 log. According to Knight, as the audit started to reflect that Seagraves had not been an 

41 effective supervisor, she told Steve Whitney that she has been offended by 

42 Brandimarte's behavior. An internal investigation was conducted by Whitney at the 

43 divisional level into Brandimarte's behavior, and concluded that he was also guilty ot 

44 making inappropriate comments to Detectives in GID at luncheons as we\\ resulting in 

45 Brandimarte getting disciplined, given a few days off and transferred out of Sex Crimes. 
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2 Greg Lugo and Bruce Tucker then continued with the investigation into the allegations 

3 against Seagraves, but only one or two interviews were conducted when word came 

4 down, possibly through Freeman or Hendershott, to terminate the investigation. At that 

5 time, Seagraves was a co-case agent on the investigation in the Sandra Dowling case, 

6 which was getting a lot of attention and Hendershott did not want negative information 

7 about Seagraves becoming an issue in the Dowling investigation. 
8 

9 A: Well, the concern, as it was described to me was, is, we don't want 

10 to name Kim Seagraves as a principal in a major investigation to where she

24 Barry Roska 

25 

26 Captain Roska spent a two week stint in IA, where he replaced Captain Miller, who was 

27 retiring. Roska reported directly to Chief Hendershott, who was the person who actually 

28 asked Roska to take over IA in the first place. Roska was honest with the Chief and told 

29 him that investigation skills were not his strongest asset, but Miller's recommendation 

30 was Roska. Chief Hendershott did not give Roska any instruction as to any particular 

31 concerns he wanted addressed by Roska as the incoming Captain over IA. 
32 

33 When Captain Miller was preparing to leave, Cpt. Roska suggested that they meet to 

34 discuss the unit, but Miller after spending 4 hours with Roska, getting him up to speed 

35 on IA, Miller suggested Roska meet with his Lieutenants instead. Roska felt like Miller 

36 was hands off at that point. Roska then spent some time with Lt. Kip Rustenburg and 

37 Lt. Paul Ellis to get some additional information on the operations of the unit. Bruce 

38 Tucker was also in the unit at the time, but there were discussions about where he 

39 would be officed, possibly a private attorney's office, who was representing the County. 

40 Roska also recalled that they were trying to make room for someone from the County 

41 Attorney's Office to be officed on the 18 tTl floor as well, but Roska could not recall who 

42 the attorney was. Therefore, Roska focused on those he interacted with on a daily 

43 basis and decided to deal with Tucker later, because Tucker seemed to be able to 

44 function independently. 
45 
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1 Roska could not recall having any specific concerns about IA investigations started but 

2 not completed by Tucker, including investigation that had been conducted by the bex 

3 Crimes Detectives on behalf of the El Mirage Police Department. Captain Roska could 

4 not recall having a conversation with Bruce Tucker before Tucker left MCSO about the 

5 Sex Crimes investigations for El Mirage. According to Tucker's interview with the 

6 investigative team, prior to Tucker leaving, Chief Hendershott allegedly told Tucker to 

7 stop the investigation, but Roska could not recall having such a conversation with 

8 Tucker. 

g 

10 According to Cpt. Roska, nobody came to him and told him about any investigations 

11 that were getting old or "stale" and needed attention. Roska basically went through 

12 Miller's desk and looked through paperwork to find out the status on certain cases. He 

13 recalled that there was one case involving a maintenance worker bringing cigarettes 

14 into the jail, that needed to be assigned, but could not recall any others that were 

1 5 pending or needed attention. 
1 6 

17 When Cpt Roska came back to IA, there was also conflict involving the two MACE 

18 Sergeants, Brandon Luth and Rich Johnson whose squads had conflict basically 

1 9 stemming from Sergeants, Luth and Johnson, who utilized different management styles. 

20 During his short time in IA, Roska was not able to remedy their dispute. 
21 

22 Within two weeks of supervising IA, Roska was contacted by Chief Terry Young who 

23 basically indicated to Roska that he was going to be replaced by Ken Holmes and sent 

24 back to Patrol. Young apparently felt like Roska had not come out of the gates quickly 

25 enough in his supervision of IA and had not been able to get a firm grasp on he status 

26 of the open cases. Roska offered to be replaced, out of friendship and respect for Chief 

27 Young but was somewhat taken aback when Young actually replaced him with Ken 

28 Holmes Cpt. Roska felt like two weeks was not adequate enough time to get up to 

29 speed on everything in IA, and asked Young if Chief Hendershott had approved the 

30 transfer, which Hendershott had, so Roska knew the transfer would happen, regardless 

31 of how Roska felt. Roska organized the desk for Holmes and took vacation days to 

32 complete his 2 weeks in IA. 
33 

34 Charles Siemens 
35 

36 Siemens had some degree of familiarity with this IA investigation, since it was recently 

37 re-opened, at the instruction of interim Chief Jerry Sheridan, and assigned by Ken 

38 Holmes and Chuck Siemens to Sgt. Brad Licking. This case, bearing IA no 08-080, 

39 was initially investigated by Bruce Tucker, who was told by Hendershott to put the case 

40 on hold. By the time that Tucker had stopped his investigation, he had interviewed 

41 three individuals, Sgt. Kim Seagraves, Lt. Hank Brandimarte, and Cpt. Steve Whitney 

42 and had also collected a great deal of documentation, which was kept in 16 three inch 

43 binders. The majority of the documentation was El Mirage departmental reports. The 

44 work that Bruce Tucker had done was kept in two boxes, in the back room at IA, until 

45 Sheridan ordered that the investigation be completed. 
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It would appear that Tucker had identified at least two Pupate J a ^ t 
Detective named Weege, who, according to Siemens, appeared to Javebeen fte vwrart 
offenders. Both quit on the same day, and later began ^working at he Goodyear Po I ce 
Department. Siemens really formed no opinion, ^^J™^^^^ 
case, as to the culpability of the supervisory personnel, Seagraves B 
Whrtnev and whether they had exercised adequate supervision over the Detectwes. 
Brad I Jddra did indicate to Siemens that, from reviewing the documentor .and.

31 was an issue with an instruction that had been given from command to the Detectives , lo 

32 "basically just close their cases." There were other issues regarding commun.ca ons 

33 allegations of sexual harassment against Brandimarte by Seagraves and I as Tucke 

34 termed it "just a whirlwind of allegations and misconduct." (p. 20, Exhibit 1 142) Tucker 

35 believes that violations of policy potentially could have been sustained as to Se agraves 

36 Brandimarte and Whitney. Among the documents provided by Tucker was the case 

37 activity log he had created for the investigation of the Sex Crimes Unit. 

39 Tucker indicated that a week prior to the subject interview which occurred on 

40 November 18, 2010, he received a call from MCSO Sergeant Brad Licking in IA, asking 

41 abouUhe Sex Crimes case. The Sergeant asked him about the case itsetf, and he told 

42 the Sergeant to look in the box of documents and binders, as well as a CD, that he naa 

43 eft in IA when he retired in December 2009. Tucker indicated that Licking was 

44 recording the conversation with Tucker. Tucker understood that L.ck.ng had been 

45 assigned to reopen the IA investigation that Tucker had started, but Hendershott told 
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1 him to stop. Tucker provided his thoughts to Licking about the investigation, and where 

2 he had been heading in his inquiry.

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1 time he went out on medical leave in 2010, the investigation was still undeiway. He 

2 Ihought thafthe Investigation "may be still underway today because it was very large,
